There ia factual errer ia AF’s account ef these 442 released paeee* They were net 
relea ed in response te "requests." nine that is the only aae in court, C.A.75— 1996, 
before Judge Green. The requests involved date te 3/69, believe it or net. Tils is the 
real FSI in FCjV matters. I* h to get all these 18,000 pages at the least. They aro but a 
■4 ne w fraction ef tha totality of the relevant files. However, I do get the* aarlior, 
those 442 pages by two weeks. If the FBI charges you the usual 10(5 a page you aro welcome 
to xeroxes of what I got when I got it. Th* coot will bo about half. If you want thlo and 
win pick the* up at th« xoroxer's it represents as real difficulty for *0 because I a* 
preserving what are for the original s for deposit in a university— systeti archive. I 
have co pies made i. inediate^f rea than for *0 and ay lawyer. I will be doing this es long 
as I oan pay for it. I've filed for a waiver under the Act and intend to pursue tills in 
court if DJ denies it. 

Thor* ia only one reservation on this. I becaao Janos Earl Ray's investigator after 
* rase-Dp was printed. I did not tell "Hr. Stem this when we net because I have not used 
this for any personal purposes. Ray has signed a privacy waiver for »e only with regard 
to the next batch of records. When they aro given to «w they will, if OJ has boon truthful, 
include legitimate questions of privacy, bn such records I believe it would be better to 
obtain these that are supposed to eliminate wliat ia a natter of legltiinate privacy. 

There Is a total of 88 admitted volumes in FBI alone. The first two total 440 
pages. The extra two are fro* the third volume. I do not know whether either of you/ or 
your agencies want all this paper or want to road it. There is mor* that I have. FHI is ast 
the re: pendent.

I belie o it is really withheld because it caa 
expase Jerald Ford as a latter-day McCarthy in his effort to get ttf® liberal democrats 
fired by the Warren ^ennieaien. One is Neman Radlich, new dean of the NItJ law school. 

The ether is Joe "ell. H« wa3 one of Halm Shrllchman * a lawyers. He is also the partner 
ef Pat Brown, father of Jerryp unsuccessful ^esecrutlo aspirant, i'hia one was subnitted 
for in camera Inspection about -ay oidhne. In the case itBelf 1 wen an erdar requiring the

While 
I used ay best copy ef that ef 1/22 in Peat Mortem, which abounds in reviously withheld 
records, I do have another copy that will yi^ld cltar xeroxes. It is available. I da not 
recall if AP has a copy ef Pest Hftrtem, Iwac not able to take it to NBC because it was 
printed while I was hospitalised rn »m ne tw o thrombophlebitis. Thereafter I was net able 
te prenete it. I believe this beck will b* baalo in tho House investigation - if it is 
for real. 

x I'm net aura, “r« Stem, but I think I gave NBC radio news copioo ef the first records 
* obtained im C.A. 75-1996 a year age. I was then still pretty weak, weakened mere by the 
trip te aahvllle for confrontation with David Bolin that led te his asking for a new 
Investigation twe days later. If I did provide than. Herb Brubaker covered that press 
conference. 

I did net intend te run on at this length. However, my purpose is ta inform and 
try te be helpful.
